On 
iho lllth of last July, Venus was 


superior conjunction, being 
then at 


her greatest distance from tho oarth, uud 
rising and sotting with Iho sun, hut loo 
near him to bo visible. Sho then passed to 
his eastern nido nnd became evening star. 
Sho wns far enough away to bo seen in tho. 
western twilight iu September, nnd over 
sinco has been receding from tho sun on her 
eastern track, increasing all Iho time in size 
md brilliancy. On tho «()th, sho readieu 
ho end of her invisible cb.nin, und coin- 
iletcs ono-hnif hiir course ns eveniu" stnr. 
Utor thi», reversing her movement, sho 
ppronohei tho sun until her inferior con- 
unetion on the 3d of May, when her /oju 
s evening slnr is completed, tho process 
'Ccupying nearly ten months. Then pnss. 
ng lo the western side of the sun, sho 
epeats tho samo course in reversed order 
ns morning star until sho again comes to her 
superior conjunction, aud starts on a new 
course. 


Tho other important epoch iu tlie Fehrn. 


ary plmsos of Venus is her conjunction with 
Jupiter which occurs exactly at midnight, 
on tho evening of tho 21st. Tho two plan- 
ets will the,u meet nud pass each other, 
Venus being n littlo moro than three degrees 
north of Jupiter. 
Last autumn, Jupiter 


wns just coming up in the oust, while Venus, 
nearly nt her most distant point, wns do- 
ficouoing in the west, tho whole celestial 
nrcll intervening between them. Ever since, 
they havo been approaching, nud the dis- 
tance to bo accomplished before they meet, 
quickly 
to separate, is plainly apparent'. 


If Venus would only oecull, or puss over 
J'upitev, it would bo n si»lit to be remem- 
bered for a lifetime, but she '.vends on her 
resistless path, three degrees to Iho north, 
and students of the stars must bo contented 
with comparatively beautiful aspects when 
transcendent ones nre beyond their reach. 
Venus cow sets nt nine o'clock ; r.t tho 
end of tho month at n quarter before leu 
o'clock. 


Jupiter is evening star, aud, if ho cannot 


carry off tho pnlm for the radiance of his 
shining, he contributes to the annals of tho 
month extraordinary illustrations of con- 
tinued elemental warfare which may rensou- 
nbly strengthen tho faith of believers in tho 
theory of pinoetary inilnonco ns a partial 
cause of tho sun spot period. 
To be sure, 


he passed perihelion two mouths ngo, nnd is 
nearly nt his greatest distnuco from tho 
onrth. 
Hut when n vnst orb liko the sun is 


excited, it tloes not calm dowu to its uormnl 
condition in n minute, for tho iuiluenco con- 


ing near his opposition with the sun, when 
bright eyes may discern his presence with 
out the aid of « telescope. Ho rinei now a 
H o'clock in the evening; «t the end of tho 
mouth at (J o'clock. 


Tho February moon fulls on the 15th 


having commenced her couwe on the 29tli 
of January., She threads her way impir- 
tinlly nmong tho clustering members of the

-Ith and Neptune ou the 5th, but the con- 
junction.! lire not near enough to bo of 
npooinl interest, tho moon passing from live 
to sevon degreed north of tho planets.

Two prominent themes for study* present 


themselves during the mouth of February. 
Jupiter etill exhibits his great red spot nud 
his smaller black ones; tho sun stfll gives 
evidence of commotion in spots nnd tongu«s 
of Homo ; and Urnnus, Saturn nnd Nepluno 
nro speeding toward perihelia. In connec- 
tion with tiib present condition of tho sys. 
torn, meteorological phenomena cannot bo 
too closely studied, nnd, iu the province of 
observation, tho whole world may become 
nstronotnorB and help to pile up the nrrny 
of. fncts 
on which the brilliant future 


of 
astronomy 
will 
bo 
based.

trio, Venus, Jupiter nnd Saturn.
